Stern Justice Can Be 


Deterrent to Crime 


The homicide rate in England is re- 
markably low. . Residents of the “Tight 
Little Isle’ know that they must live 
together in fairly close quarters. They 
make it clear that man must get along 
without murder. 


Perhaps the explanation for the low 
murder rate there is found in the story 
from London of the hanging of a 19- 
year-old Briton, participant *in a holdup 
in which a policeman was killed. The 
19-year-old didn’t kill the officer, a 
boy three years younger did that. The 
16-year-old wasn’t hanged because the 
law forbids execution at that age. The 
boy who fired the fatal shot was sent to 
prison. 

But his older companion was hanged. 
He had taken part in a crime which re- 
sulted in murder. That was enough. 


He was hanged despite a clemency 
appeal to the Queen, despite a. booing, 
shouting crowd. 

British justice is stern and unre- 
lenting. 

-In light of our crowded court dock- 
ets, our crime waves, our high homicide 
rate, perhaps we should take a lesson 
from our British cousins. There are 
more murders annually in Fulton Coun- 
ty than in Britain. 

There is a time and place for clem- 
ency and for clemency appeals. But 
there has come the*time in America for 
the swifter, surer punishment of those 
who are party to the breaking of God’s 
law, “Thou shalt not kill.” We must 
teach a respect for law—God’s and 
man’s. Sometimes that respect must be 


‘based on fear.

But this address applies equally 
as well to a European audience, For late- 
ly the impression has grown up in Europe 
that America would keep on sending troops 
and money indefinitely without a corre- 
sponding manifestation of responsibility on 
the part of European nations hitherto allied 
with us. 

For it might as well be faced—the United 
Nations is but a forum for debate and, 
though it is all-important as an influence on 
world opinion, the peace of the world will 
be enforced only by regional alliances and 
mutuaj-security pacts based on military and 
economic resources pooled to give the most 
effective combination that can be presented 
against Soviet Russia. 


Secretary Dulles significantly polnted to 
the neglect of Latin’ Anterica by our own 
government but he condoned this as being 
due merély to our. recent preoccupation 
with Europe-and Asia. He indicated, how- 
ever, that Soviet Russia is busy infiltrat- 
ing not only in this hemisphere but in Africa 
as well as in Europe and Asia. 

Most encouraging was Mr. Dulles’ bold 
néSs in taking American policy out of the 
realm of stagnation and frusfration and 
bringing it, even this early, to a positive’ 


: stage. His effort to get rid of the inferiority 


complex of the Tfuman-Aetheson policies is 
most refreshing.

Those were good times in Banks County. 


They. wére good times all through the cot- 


ton.country, I guess, if things were as 
they. described them. He talked about 
Sriokehouses full of meat, and corncribs 
full ‘of corn, and barns full of plowmules, 
and tenant housés full of black folks who 
khéw’ how to handle the red land to make 
it grow cotton. 
. He. remembérs. my father’s father, sit- 
day under a tree, looking at the 
‘ids and playing a fiddle, with the cotton 
bales piled high in the yard. *‘He had a good 


"* farm,’ he said,-“I bad a good farm, too. 


I had 1,017 acres of land and good years 
I would make 200 bales of cotton. "I made 
250 bales of cotton in a year when cotton 
was selling for over 40 cents a pound.”’ 

It looked’ like a prosperity that would 
never end, he said. And then one year, all 
of a sudden here came the boll weevil. The 
weevil took the cotton for his own. A man 
could not raise cotton. It was a plague and 
a pestilence and the ruination of the man 
who lived on cotton. And after the boll 
weevil came the depression. The boll weevil 
was something a man could fight, and if he 
could hold. out long enough he could win. 
But the depression was something élse. It 
was like a cold wind that blew and would 
not stop. It was like a black cloud, like a 
storm that no man’s hand could stay. It was 
a gray fog settling down over the land. 

When the depression started he had 
money in nearly all the banks in that part of 
the country. In most of these banks he was 
a stockholder, and that was in the times 
when stockholders in banks were doubly 
liable for a banks’ losses. And when the de- 
pression had finally run its course, he had 
lost his 1,017 acres of land and $120,000 in 
cash. He was wiped out. He was through. 

He understands that things are a whole 
lot better now. The old fields have been 
turned to pasture. Livestock and chickens 
are bringing the country to life again. There 
is paint on the houses and the old buildings 


| are being renewed. But it will be a long 


time before it will be like it was in the good 
times before the weevil, and every once 
in a while he tries to find somebody who re- 
members it like it was, and talk with them 
a little while. | 

I was almost too young to remember 
what he was talking about, for I came along 
about the time the weevil did, and the de- 
pression was to me a natural thing, for a 
boy in his teens doesn’t know whether times 
are good or bad.’ But I do remember ‘a 
little about the good days when the cotton 
wagons rolled down the red dust roads in 
the fall, and everybody had money, and con- 
fidence, and a Ford with a braSs radiator 
and a bulb: horn that squawked. And I en- 
joyed the visit from the little brown man 
in whose memory that time was fresh as 
yesterday.

Proper Approach 
To Bible Reading 


Thursday in answer to a letter asking 
for ideas on Bible reading, I talked about 
the Bible, what it is and what it is not. 
I wish to continue my observations. 


If our reading of God's Word is to bring 
insight and inspiration, our manner of ap: 
proach is important. Let me ee four 
suggestions: First, We Qo Qbee cs 
should read the Bible 
with an open and ex- 
pectant heart. Our 
minds must be teach- 
able and our souls re- 
ceptive. God speaks to 
those who listen, not to 
those who talk back and 
argue. No doctor can 
help us if we question 
every conclusion he 
draws. No teacher can 
present new truth if we resist his words, 


Secondly, we should read enthusiasti- 
cally. Enthusiasm means literally ‘‘God- 
possessed”” or ‘“God-inspired.” Jeremiah 
expressed better than I can this attitude: 
*‘Thy words were found, and I did eat them; 
and thy word was unto me the joy and 
rejoicing of mine heart’”’ (Jer. 15:16). 


Thirdly, we should read humbly. “Re- 
ceive with meekness the engrafted word, 
which is able to save your souls’ (James 
1:21). A woman in an art gallery com- 
mented critically about a masterpiece. A 
guard nearby cautioned: ‘‘Madam, that 
painting is no longer on trial, You are.’’ 

This attitude may be difficult for sophis- 
ticated moderns who feel they have all the 
answers to all the questions of all time. But 
to reverence and respect the Bible for what 
it is and has been seems essential in read- 
ing. 

Fourthly, we should read the Bible 
prayerfully. When we open our Bibles for 
meditation or instruction, we would do well 
to pray: “‘God, we thank, Thee that, we are 
not left without this witness of Thy search 
for man and man’s search for Thee. As 
others have found Thee in Thy Word, so 
may I.” To read prayerfully implies hu- 
mility, expectancy and reverence. 

I believe a cultivation of these attitudes 
will make Bible reading a rich and reward- 
ing experience. And the Bible will be more 
than an old Book. It will become: for us a 
living literature whose vitality molds and 
shapes our thoughts and action.

INTERRACIAL TREND SPREADS 
IN DIXIE’S BASEBALL RANKS 


By MERCER BAILEY 
Associated Press Sports Writer 
White and Negro athletes play- 


ing baseball together is old 
stuff in the Texas and Florida 
International leagues, and the 
trend is spreading to other 
clubs in the segregation-mind- 
ed South. 

A survey by the Associated 
Press showed that at least 11 
professional leagues across 
Dixie plan to use Negroes in 
1953; or at least give them try- 
outs. 


The most notable among sev- 
eral exceptions to the relaxa- 
tion of racial barriers ap- 
peared to be the Class AA 
Southern Association. Birming- 
ham, Ala., a Southern mem- 
ber, has a city ordinance bar- 
ring mixed appearances, and 
at least one other city in the 
loop has an unwritten law to 
the same effect. 


Several Negroes played in 
Texas and Florida last year, 
the most celebrated being 
Dave Hoskins, a pitcher for 
Dallas of the Class AA League. 
Not only was he the league’s 
leading pitcher, but also its 
greatest drawing card. 

The tag ‘‘savior of the Texas 
League’ has been applied to 
Hoskins, meaning had it not 
been for his popularity with 
the fans, attendance would 
have nosedived. 


South Atlantic League fans 
are scheduled to get their first 
look at mixed teams this sea- 
son. The Savannah, Ga., team 
already has signed two Ne- 
groes—Al Isreal, batting cham- 
pion of the Interstate League 
with Harrisburg, Pa., and 
Fleming (Junior) Reedy, who 
was with Lincoln, Neb., of the 


manager of the Savannah club: 
“The presence of Negroes on 
South Atlantic League squads 
this year puts the circuit in 


step with organized baseball 
in general. I have found no 
opposition from our rivals 
within the league . . . and cer- 
tainly this loop has no rules 
regarding race, color, or 
creed.”’ 

From Sam Wolfson of Jack- 
sonville, another Sally League 
team, came this statement on 
> cee of Negroes for his 
club: 


“If Boston (Braves) has any, 
and if they’re much better 
than any players we have, and 
if Boston says we must use 
them, then I guess we’ll have 
a mixed team.’’ 

Some other clubs in the Class 
A Sally, which includes such 
traditionally Southern cities as 
Charleston, S. C., and Mont- 
gomery, Ala., reportedly are 
considering giving Negroes try- 
outs. 

Montgomery, the “cradle of 
the Confederacy,” is not one of 
these, however. Club President 
Truxton Northcutt’s only com- 
ment on the Negro situation 
was: “If they play (for Savan- 


nah) we’d have to play them, 
of course, or give up our 
franchise.”’ 


There have been no public 
protests so far to Savannah’s 
dropping of the racial bar. 


General Manager Tom Gordon 
of the Macon, Ga., club said: 


“As far as Macon is con- 
cerned, that (use of Negroes) 
is something that will depend 
on the fans. . .. It will be in- 
teresting to watch the reaction 
of Macon fans and fans in oth- 
er Sally League cities. ... One 
thing is certain — the Negro 
ball player who first breaks 
into the Sally League will have 
to be an outstanding player, as 
has been the case in other 
leagues. He can’t be just an or- 
dinary ball player.”’ 

‘‘Mixed teams would help the 
gate,”’ said Julian Jackson of 
the Jacksonville Beach club in 
the Class D Florida State 
League. ‘‘Whatever the rest 
of the league might do would 
be all right with us.” 

Last year six of the eight 
Florida International clubs 
used Negroes and at least four 
of the six lined up for the 1953 
season apparently will have 
mixed teams.

NEW YORK, Jan. 29—-(Pi— 
The feat that astounded the 
golf world 23 years ago—the 
“Grand Slam’’—left the least 
impression perhaps on the man 
who achieved it, Robert Tyre 
Jones Jr. 

“It takes a lot of luck and a 
combination of circumstances 
to do it because golf is such an 
uncertain game,’’ the one-time 
boy wonder of Atlanta said 
Thursday. :

‘“‘But my main luck came in 
the match play tournaments 
where I got some bad rounds 
out of my system without losing 
and had my good rounds when 
the opposition was toughest,”’ 
he added. ‘‘Golf is not like bil- 
liards or tennis. Form doesn’t 
stand up as. well.’’ 

Bobby said he recalls that 
Lloyds fixed the odds at 50-1 
that he wouldn’t score his 
Grand Slam and he felt ‘‘those 
odds were about right.” 

“Our amateurs are playing 
and winning a lot in Britain 
now,” he added. “‘But our pros, 
who are our leading golfers, 
don’t play overseas as much as 
they should.

The Senate passed a resolution the other day which, in its 
mild way, rocked the Capitol. 

It praised—oh, so beautifully—the work of Miss Ella May 
Thornton, state librarian, but in creating an honorary post for 
her, it suggested that she might retire! 


Well, few of the people now living can visualize Georgia’s 
Capitol without the presence of the tall, erect, blue-eyed “Miss 
Ella May’’ as a sort of core and center of quiet and order on 
the third floor. She has been there 42 years, first as assistant 
librarian and then as head librarian. She has weathered prac- 
tically every political storm to rock Georgia since the days of 
Gov. Hoke Smith and her friends at the Capitol had come to 
belieye that Miss Thornton was both ageless and indestructible. 


Retire? Impossible. 

Or so'they said. I called Miss Thornton and she admitted that 
it was perfectly possible but she is not sure just when. She has 
been ill] during the last year and she can retire whenever she 
chooses. She would like to stand by to see the completion of the 
new Supreme Court building and the moving of the library but 
she has just promised to stick at her post for the duration of the 
present session of the Legislature. After that she may take the 
job of honorary librarian and Governor Talmadge will appoint 
someone else for.a new four-year term. 

Miss. Thornton has had many honors during her 42 years in 
the Capitol, including the title of “‘Woman of the Year in Pro- 
fessions,”’ bestowed on her last year. One of the things the 
WOTY committee said bears repeating: 

_ “She knows and loves Georgia and because of her passion 
for accuracy and for presenting the truth, it is difficult to state 
just how far her influence has been felt.” * 


She has helped legislators preparing their speeches. She has 
dug up historical facts for all factions, including the material 
used by both sides in Georgia’s famous Double Governor fracas 
a few years ago. She has helped authors of historical works, in- 
eluding Margaret Mitchell and Medora Field Perkerson. 


But in addition to her service as the friend and adviser of all 
people using the state library, Miss Thornton is quite a person. 
She is no mousy, retiring book-stacks character but a wonder- 
fully vita) woman with wit and ginger in her makeup. 

Told that because of her unmarried status she knew nothing 
about men, Miss Ella May snapped back, ‘‘Men? I know ALL 
about men! I’ve worked for about 15,000 of them.’’ The daughter 
of a pioneer Atlanta family, she is wont to remark, “I was born 
on the Capitol steps.’”’ (Actually she was born a few doors down 
the street on Capitol Ave. but her grandfather, John Neal, owned 
the house on the present City Hall site, where General Sherman 
stayed during his fiery Atlant: visit.) Easy to interview, she has 
one aversion, seeing her picture in the paper. ‘“‘The greatest in- 
fliction perpetrated on the reading public is the publication of 
pictures of old men and women!” 

And with characteristic humor, when told about the Senate 
resolution creating an honorary title for her and an office adja- 
cent to her present one, she cried happily: ‘‘Oh, what a lovely 


feather bed!”’

Meat consumers haven’t had 
so much to be happy about 
#ince the invention of thumb- 
proof scales. Wholesale beef 
prices have dropped - ‘to 25 per 
cent below OPS:celing accord- 
ing to the American Meat In- 
stitute. 

Atlanta butchers report a 
drop of about six cents on good 
and choice grades. Round steak 


sells for abcut 79 cents; pot 
roast, 79 cents and flank steak, 
69 cents. 


This is good news for the 
‘beef hungry. Try some of these 
excellent ways to prepare a 
man’s favorite protein food. 

Flank .steak is a boneless, 
thin steak easily recognized by 
its slightly rectangular shape. 
To increase tenderness score it 
into diamond shapes to cut 
the lengthwise fibres. Italian 
style flank has a pungent flavor 
that adds zip to this inexpen- 
sive cut.
